Claims 13-30 and 33-35 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being 
anticipated by Ritchie (5,857,732). Ritchie (5,857,732) discloses a vehicle door module 
comprising a support element (see figure below), an outer panel element (12) to close 
the service opening along an edge zone, a spacing element (70) in the form of a heat 
curable adhesive (column 4, lines 34-67) which allows adjustability between the parts in 
two dimensions, which are to be fastened, and bolts (80) detachably joined to the 
stiffening element and support element. 
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Applicant's arguments with respect to claims 13-30 and 33-35 have been 
considered but are moot in view of the new ground(s) of rejection.
